NOTIFICATION BV THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE, 
HAPUR 

The approval of the Director, Forward Markets Commis¬ 
sion under Sub-section (I) of Section 11 of the Forward 
Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1952 (74 of 1952), read with 
the Government of India, Ministry of Industry and Civil 
Supplies, Department of Civil Supplies and Co-operation 
Notification No. 957 dated the 20th March, 1975, has been; 
obtained on the 14th July, 1982, to the following amendments 
to the Bye-laws of the Chamber of Commerce, Hapur. 

AMENDMENTS 

1. For existing bye-laws 174 to 176, the following bye¬ 
laws be substituted, namely :— 

Fixation of Rates 

By-law 174,—The Secretary shall record the rates ol 
futures transactions in the hedge contract at an interval of at 
lease 30 minutes. He shall also record the opening, closing, 
highest and lowest futures rates for each delivery of the 
hedge contract for every trading day. The Secretary shall 
maintain necessary registers for recording these rates. 

Bye-law 175.—(a) The Board shall, from time to time, 
appoint a Daily Rates Committee consisting of 12 persons 
choscfi from the members of the Association or their duly 
authorised representatives and brokers and divide the com¬ 
mittee into 4 panels, each of 3 persons. Each panel shall 
function by rotation for one week nnd two members of the 
panel shall form the quorum. In the absence of the quorum, 
the member of the panel present or the Secretary shall in¬ 
clude one of the other members of the Daily Rates Com¬ 
mittee to form the Quorum. 

B. The panel of the Daily .Rates Committee shall meet 
daily for the purpose of fixing and notifying the daily open¬ 
ing inguest, lowest and closing futures rates for each delivery 
of the hedge contract for every trading day on the basis oif 
the registers maintained by the Secretary. The panel shall 
also have complaints if any, regarding manipulation of rales 
and/or quotation of fictitious or widely divergent rates in the 
trading ring of the association with a view to check manipu¬ 
lation of. the clearing rate subject to a right of appeal to the 
board as contained in the clause (d) below. 

C. The panel of Daily Rates Committee shall also fix to 
snot rates for the basis and other tcnderablc varieties in 
respect of the hedge contract on every trading day after 
obtaining spot rates of actual transactions from a list of 
net (rj) less than six reputed ready dealers maintained for this 
purpose. 

D. The rates fixed and registered as aforesaid shall be 
binding on all parties entering inot hedge contracts under 
the Bye-laws of the Chamber subject, however, to a right of 
appeal to the Board. Such appeal shall be lodged with the 
Secretary before 1 P.M. on the working day following day on 
which the rate appealed agninst is so fixed and shall be accom¬ 
panied by an appeal fee of Rs. 20/- the appeal fee may, how r - 
ever, be increased or decreased hv the Board from time to 
time so as not to exceed Rs. 50/-. All appeal fees payable 
under this byc-law shall be credited to the Association. In 
case the appeal under this Bye-laws succeeds, half of the fees 
shall be refunded to the appellant, 

E. No objection against any rate so fixed shall lie on the 
ground that any or all members of the Board or any Com¬ 
mittee were themselves interested in the hedge contract for 
which such rate was fixed. 


B>e-law 175A. Any rate ouce fixed by the Board shall not 
be open for reconsideration and the same shall be binding 

on mi parites. 

Bye-law 176. A trading member or broker quoting fictiti¬ 
ous or widely divergent aruncial rates and/or manipulate or 
attempting to manipulate ihe rates shall be liable for dis¬ 
ciplinary action under the Bye-laws of the Association, 

II. For tile existing Bye-law 230 the following byc-law 
Juui be substituted, namely :— 

A. If, in the opinion of the Board, an emergency has 

arise or exists or it is expedient in the general 
interest of the trade so to do, the Bourd may by a 
lesoiuhon passed by the simple majority at a meet¬ 
ing specially convened in this behalf and concurred 
in by the Forward Markets Commission, prohibit 
as from such date as the Board may fix; 

< i) Trading in hedge contract for any delivery Or 
deliveries at a rate or rotes above a maximum 
and/or below a minimum as may be fixed by 
tne Board under clause (b) below or 

(ii) All trading in hedge contracts for a specified 
period or until fuitner notice as may be deter¬ 
mined by the Bourd by a resolution passed 
under clause (b) below. 

B. The Board may from bme to time by a resolution 

passed by a simple majoiity and concurred in by the 
Forward Markets Commission extend or reduce tfie 
period during which the prohibition imposed under 
sub-clause (i) or (ii) ot clause (a) above shall be 
in lorcc, The Board may be also by a resolution 
passed by a simple majority and concurred in by 
me Forward Markets Commission fix the maximum 
and minimum rate or rates for the purpose of trad¬ 
ing under sub clause (if of clause (a) above and 
may from time to time by a resolution passed by 
itself and concurred in by the forward Markets 
Commission varied the maximum and/or minimum 
rate or rates so fixed; 

C. The power specified in clauses (a) and (b) above 

may be exercised by the Forward Markets Com¬ 
mission, in any case, where in the opinion of the 
Commission, it is expedient in the interest so to do. 

III. For the existing Bye-law 231 the following byc-law 
shall be substituted namely :— 

If the Board, at a meeting specially convened in this 
behalf, resolves that a stale of emergency exists or 
is likely to occur such as shall in the opinion of the 
Board make free trading in the hedge contract in 
any delivery or deliveries, extremely difficult, the 
Board shall so inform the Forward Markets Com¬ 
mission and upon the Forward Markets Commission 
intimating to the Board its agreement with such 
resolution, then notwithstanding anything to the con¬ 
trary contained in these bye-laws or in any for- 
waid contract made subject to these Byc-laws, the 
following provisions shall take effect 

/V. The Board shall by a resolution pussed at a meeting 
specially called in this behalf and concurred in by 
the Forward Markets Commission 

(i) fix a date for the purposes hereinafter con¬ 
tained 

lii) fix settlement rates for hedge contracts, 

(iii) fix a special settlement day. 

Jl. Every hedge contiact for any delivery or deliveries 
entered into between a member and a member or 
bctw’ecn a member and a non-member outstanding 
on the date fixed under clause (a) (i) hereof shall 
be deemed closed out at the rate appropriate to 
such contract fixed under clause (a) (ii) hereof. 

C. All difference arising out of every such contract 
between members shall he paid through the Asso¬ 
ciation on the settlement day fixed under clause (a) 
(iii) hereof and the relevant clearing bye-laws 
shall apply accordingly, 
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D. All differences arising put of every such contract 

between a member and a non-member shall become 
immediately due and payable. 

E. Tn hedge contracts entered into between a member 

and a non-member any margin received shall be 
adjusted and the whole or the balance thereof ,as 
the case may be shall be immediately refundable. 

IV. The following new bye-law 231A shall bo inserted 
below bye-law-23 l, namely :— 

231A. (a) If, in the opinion of the Board, it is expe¬ 
dient so to do, it may, with the approval of the 
Forward Markets Commission, prohibit, front a 
specified date, trailing in hedge contracts for any 
delivery or deliveries except for liquidation of a 
long or short position by sale or purchase of con¬ 
tracts, for a specified period or until further notice.

In clause (iii) of bvc-Iow 208A, for the figure "211" 
appearing in the last line, the figure “213" shall be 
substituted.

ending with "No appeal lies against their deci¬ 
sion” shall be deleted. 

(v) Existing bve-law 213 shall be ; deleted and the

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viz., “The' surveyors shill visit the godown of 
the seller and shall themselves examine the 
goods ’With reference to quality bagging etc. The 
majority decision of the surveyors shall be final 
and binding on both the parties subject, how¬ 
ever, to a right of appeal to the appellate Sur¬ 
vey Committee. The Appellate Survey Com¬ 
mittee shall be constituted by the Hoard and 
shall consist of any three surveyors out of the 
panel of surveyors who shall have to interest, 
direct or indirect, in the goods under survey 
and who shall not have acted as surveyors in 
the dispute.”
